As sent down from their 
lordships’ house, it merely proposed to repeal so 
much of 1 W. & M. c. 18, & 52 Geo. III. c. 155, 
as rendered it necessary for Protestant Dissenters 
to certify their places of worship to the Bishop or 
Archdeacon, providing, in lieu thereof, that those 
laces should in future be certified only to the 

ustices at Sessions, through the Clerk of the 
Peace. In the Commons, however, amendments 
were introduced by Mr. John Bright, substitutin 
for the Clerk of the Peace the Registrar-Genera 
as the functionary to whom in future all Dissent- 
ing places of worship should be certified, such 
alteration being an obvious improvement upon the 
previous law, the Registrar-General being the 
only person having authority to register those 
places for the solemnization of marriages under the 
Act of 6 and 7 Wm. IV. c. 85, and it being his 
duty, before so registering them, to satisfy him- 
self that they have previously been certified 
“according to law” as ge oy religious wor- 
ship (6 & 7 Wm. IV. c. 86, 8. 18). Mr. Bright’s 
amendments, having been readily adopted by the 
House of Commons, were afterwards agreed to by 
the Lords, and so the bill passed in its present 
shape. 

e last clause of the new act requires that a 
list shall annually be made out of all existing cer- 
tified places of worship, and of such as shall from 
time to time be certified, stating “ the county and 
superintendent-registrar’s district within which 
each of such places of worship is situated, and the 
religious denomination to which it belongs, and 
shall cause a copy of such list to be sent to every 
superintendent- trar of births, deaths, and 
marriages in England; and such lists shall be open 
at all reasonable times, without fee, to all persons 
desirous of inspecting the same.” This provi- 
sion will render n the authentication of 
places of worship already registered, for which 


p the requisite instructions have been sent 
to the Registrar-General and to the proper parties 


in England and Wales, to assist them in making a 
return of every Protestant Dissenting place of 
meeting for religious worship which has ever been 
certified under the Toleration Act (1 Wm. and 
Mary, c. 18), or under the subsequent act of 52 
Geo. III. c. 155. When these returns shall have 
been obtained for the entire kingdom, the 
Registrar-General will have to prepare and publish 
a list, in detail, of such of the places therein men- 
tioned as are still eatsting; and in order to this 
it will be necessary for him previously to institute 
a minute inquiry po yor those which cannot 
now be identified, and which may therefore be pre- 
sumed to have become evxtinct. This inquiry, 
ranging over a period of 164 years (from 1688 to 
1852), will necessarily be a work of time and 
labour. The local registrars of births and deaths 
* whom there are upwards of 2,000), will proba- 

ly be the best persons to conduct it within their 
respective districts, and we have no doubt that 
their labours would be greatly facilitated if they 
were allowed to put themselves in communication 
personally with the ministers of each denomina- 
tion, who would have it in their power to afford 
valuable and correct information with respect to 
ancient or other buildings heretofore certified 
and used as places of worship, but which no longer 
exist as such, if indeed they exist at all.

I believe that further popular concessions may be 
made without danger [renewed cheering]. We are 
told that Mr. Hodgson is a friend to reform. I should 
like to hear what measure of Parliamentary reform he is 
prepared to advocate [laughter]. I ask you this ques- 
tion— Was there an individual in England, on the morn- 
ing of the 10th of April, 1848, when kings and emperors 
were flying into exile, and thrones were tottering 
throughout Europe—lI say, was there a person in Eng- 
land, from the Queen on the throne to the humblest 
yeoman in possession of his two acres of land, who did 
not in heart rejoice that the Reform Act had been passed 
and the Corn-laws repealed before that day arrived? 
[much cheering.] I put that question to any man be- 
fore me, or to any one on the opposite side of the hust- 
ings. He would tell them he was not satisfied with the 
new Reform Bill introduced by the late Whig Govern- 
ment. It sinned in one particular—it did not recur to 
the prineiples of the act of 1832, which was the disfran- 
chisement of small rotten boroughs, and the extension 
of the franchise to towns containing large numbers of 
intelligent citizens [cheers]. If we are to revise the 
Reform Act, I think we must begin where we left off. 
We must look to see whether there are any decayed 
boroughs to be disfranchised, and whether the franchise 
cannot be beneficially extended to large communities 
not at present enjoying it; and witk respect to cities and 
boro he had no hesitation in saying it appeared to 
him that the old English basis of residence and rating 
would be the imate foundation of any future exten- 
sion of the suffrage [cheers].

[loud cheers], I believe there would be a larger number 
that would know and recognise me than my honourable 
opponent ( He is only in the 85th regiment“ J. Gentle- 
men, at all events, I claim to come here as the repre- 
sentative of principles well understood and believed by 
the majority of the people; and I believe that is the 
very best title a man can have—namely, the confidence 
of those whose favour he seeks. My opinions, gentle- 
men, are not put on for this time; neither do I come to 
represent a party who, under the heat, I suppose, of 
governing patronage, have found all their Protection 
principles melt away [hear, hear]. They remind me 
of the poor man who, under the heatof a scorching 
sun, such as we now feel, was said to have disappeared 
and left nothing behind him but a grease spot [lo 
laughter]. My honourable opponent, of whom I am 
bound to speak with personal respect, has come here to 
look for an outside place in the Darby Dilly”—a ver 
slow coach indeed, just put on the road to keep up wit 
the express train [cheers]. Gentlemen, the coach has 
been new done up, painted a different colour [hear, 
hear]. It looks fresher, but it is as rotten as before 
[applause]. There is no change in Toryism, though 
there is a change in appearance. I suppose they know 
and act on the maxim of doing in Rome what Rome 
does. Then, gentlemen, I am charged with being a 
man of extreme principles [cheers]. Let me say a word 
or two on this [hear, hear]. I would rather be a 
man of extreme principles than own such that I could 
not explain them [cheers]. My extreme opinions 
are like all that have been so called before. The reform 
of Parliament was once regarded as an extreme princi- 
ple, and some suffered death for this principle, which 
afterwards Lord John Russell and Earl Grey carried 
through the Houses of Parliament. Gentlemen, when 
first the repeal of the Corn-laws was mooted, it was re- 
garded as an extreme principle, and none but a madman 
could look at such a principle. Gentlemen, those who 
so regarded it have now come up to the point. What 
was extreme when brought forward by Cobden, Bright, 
and others, is now moderation, and it seems, to the new 
school, is well enough. Extreme. principles! [cheers.] 
I will give you a specimen of one or two of them. First, 
1 believe in this maxim,—that what I claim for myself I 
am bound to give to others [loud applause]. I take a 
political view of this, and believe that the maxim—do 
unto others as you would others should do unto you, is 
applicable in the political world. This is my extreme 
principle—and I believe it is not mine to give up, and, 
therefore, I would not withhold from any man those 
rights and privileges which I myself enjoy [loud cheers]. 
Gentlemen, I would not only give men their votes, but 
would protect them in the exercise of them. 1 would 
so distribute them that small boroughs and counties 
should not counteract large and important ones such as 
the West Riding of Yorkshire. There is one other 
point; it is that every man ought to pay his own reli- 
ious teacher [hear and cheers—‘‘ And Church - rates“ ]. 
he mover of my honourable opponent said he would 
pity the man who had not religious tenets. Yes, gen- 


oes to the Church, and gets from the Church what it 
Senda. So it is at the present moment. Who * 
religious tenets? None with us do so. I think t 
contest will be conducted with good feeling. At the 
same time I must say, I think it unbecoming a man, 
under such circumstances, to say we are not religious. 
We do not import our religious tenets into our po tical 
matters. What we wish is, that the Church may stand 
on its own legs. We do not wish to see it like a hypo- 
chondriac, who is waited upon by a dozen servants; we 
say, get up, and get your own living (hear, hear], 
That would do you good [hear, hear] ; and, with all that 
we seek, we do not wish to interfere with your worship;

hear]. Gentlemen, that is one of our extreme principles 
—a principle acted upon in the United States, and pro- 
ductive of harmony among all classes, and where re- 
ligion is furnished to a greater extent than in this 
country. Gentlemen, I will not detain you [‘‘ Go — 
go on“ J. I can bear a good deal of heat, but I woul 
rather keep my brains cool, Gentlemen, I ask you 
whom you are going to return in this present Parlia- 
ment [ You, you.”] Gentlemen, I believe you set 
some store on the ballot [“ Ramsay hates it“ J. My 
opponent hates that for you which they resort to in their 
own clubs—there they do not regard it as un-English— 
they feel they are not to be called upon to lay themselves 
2 to social disadvantages in regard to a club.

SUMMARY. 


Who says that in England we never see the sun 
except through a mist? Let him stand upon a 
hustings facing the south, within an hour of noon, 
and there, uncovered, address from five to ten 
thousand people, and he will assuredly learn, that 
even in the isle of fogs there is occasionally a. 
power in sunbeams not to be tuously 
spoken of. The weather of the week claims pre- 
cedence even over the elections. Glorious it has 
been; late enough in showing itself, but showing 
itself worth the waiting for. The incidental talk 
now is of coups de soleil and mad dogs. A con- 
troversy is being got up as to the most humane 
mode of muzzling vagrants of the canine species; 
and there are some, Derbyites we presume, who 
would order the police to knock them on the head, 
just as they would fain do to out-door preachers. 
Happily, hot weather does other things, and bet- 
ter, besides driving dogs to madness. It also 
ripens corn, and, unless we are misinformed, the 
harvest, soon to fall beneath the sickle, will be 
unprecedented for its abundance. Corn in pro- 
fusion, and gold in excess, what will be the out- 
come? Here is a pretty problem for political 
economists, which, * all, will be best solved by 
time. 

Of the elections we have elsewhere spoken pret 


fully. The Tory ara claim a gain of from 20 to 
30 votes for Lord Derby. Those of Liberal politics 
ascribe to him a positive loss of from 7 to 12. The 
truth is, nothing certain can be drawn from these 
statements, unless one is previously cognizant of 
the data on which they are made. If, for example, 
as we believe to be the case, the calculations of the 
Derbyite journals are based upon probabilities of 
the way in which members would vote in the case 
of a bare motion declaring ‘“‘ want of confidence in 
the Ministry,” they are not, perhaps, far wrong— 
and if, on the other hand, mem are classed 
— as their expressed opinions are in 
favour o progression, rather than retrogression, 
the summing up of the Liberal journals will be 
not far from the truth. It is to be borne in mind 
that the Government was in s decided minority in 
the last Parliament, and that if it do not greatly 
improve its position in the next, it must of 
necessity retire. Looking roughly over the returns, 
we see no chance for the present Ministry, un- 
less the coming elections should turn the scale 
in their favour. In Ireland, they have started 
with some show of success. The county elections 
in Great Britain offer them but a narrow m 

for gain—and it is extremely doubtful wh 

they have not already seen the best of their 
position. 

Some deeply interesting contests remain to be 
decided. iddlesex, for instance, is to be laid 
siege to under the same colours as proved victori- 
ous at Liv l A dead set is to be made at 
Mr. Bernal Osborne. Now, we have not approved 
of all this gentleman's speeches, nor 
with satisfaction all his votes. But he has proved 
himself, in the main, a very efficient member, and 
it will be di 1 that the central county of 
England in point of population, wealth, and intel- 
ligence, should suffer him to be turned out by 
an unmeaning No Po howl. We cannot, how- 
ever, think so meanly of this important constitu- 
ency as to suspect, even for a moment, that they 
will suffer any such result to be achieved. Berk- 
shire has ed Mr. Pusey, the most en- 
lightened “ farmer 's friend” to be found amongst 
the Conservatives. But, if the West Riding, North 
and South Lancashire, East Surrey, and some 
ther counties, and divisions of counties, do their 


will have but few fresh conquests to boast of. We 
shall be able to speak more decidedly on this head 
next week. 


There have been some noticeable incidents con- 
nected with electioneering warfare. The playful 
h of Lord Palmerston at Tiverton, so full of 
life, so easy, and yet so destitute of political prin- 
ciples, has been generally received with favour by 
the British public, showing that there are cases in 
which personal attachments can thrust aside all 
political considerations. The plain, brief, and his- 
torical address of Lord John Russell to his City 
constituents indicates the coldness of the Whig 
aristocrat, and leads one to suspect that the noble 
Lord’s day is getting far into the evening. Quite 
otherwise lise it been with Sir James Graham, who 
is again starting for the goal from which he turned 
alles several years ago. He is for a Parliamentary 
Reform, beginning where the Reform Act of 1832 
left off, chising small boroughs, and enfran- 
chising important towns, and ge as a basis for 
electoral qualification, the two old English ele- 
ments of residence and rating. This places the 
honourable baronet very 2 abreast of Joseph 
Hume. Lord Stanley, son of the Premier, has 
torn the last shred of disguise from the future 
licy of his father in relation to the Corn-laws. 
He pronounces their restoration to be impossible. 
The farmers, therefore, have been let down from 
the summit of their hopes by a sliding scale. 
Protection was first of all to be fairly submitted to 
the sense of the country—but then Lord Derby 
would not merely count votes, but the quality of 
them—afterwards he thought it likely the verdict 
of the country would be against any disturbance 
of our present commercial—and now, all reversal 
of the existing system is declared to be imprac- 
ticable. The farmers themselves should extract 
the moral which this mode of proceeding supplies. 

The cry of “ Wolf,” so often raised in mockery 
or panic, is justified at last. A French fleet is 
now in British waters, and the descent has been 
made on our most vulnerable point. A squadron 
of the Gallic navy is probably by this time in Cork 
harbour! We always said this could only be 
done by the connivance or notorious neglect of 
our naval authorities; and accordingly we find 
that room is made in the harbour for the invaders. 
The explanation is, that they come to pay their 
master’s respects to Queen Victoria, who is on a 
brief and private visit to the Irish Exhibition and 
the Lakes of Killarney. The Exhibition, we may 
add, has proved so attractive, that its repetition, 
on a large scale, in Dublin, is seriously contem- 
plated. 

The Stockport quarrel has given symptoms of 
reappearance at Wigan; but happily those symp- 
toms were suppressed, by the promptitude and 
vigour of the magistrates and inhabitants, before

feeling. Beside the institution of.a prosecution, 
by the City authorities, against the managers of a 
gas company for poisoning the river with the refuse 
of their tanks, and the upsetting of a shallop on 
Sunday night at Blackfriars, through the alleged 
negligence of a steamer, there are no other domestic 
incidents to record. 


“A strong sensation” has been excited in 
France—even in  blasé, indurated, reckless 
France—by the frightful intelligence that eleven 
persons await in prison death by the guillo- 
tine, in accordance with the sentence of a 
court-martial. Four others were condemned to 
the same penalty, but are happily beyond the 
reach of their would-be destroyers. The con- 
demned were among the number of those who took 
up arms in December last, not against, but in de- 
fence of law and order. Their execution, at this 
moment of boasted tranquillity, would put the final 
stamp of blood-guiltiness upon the reign of the 
usurper—who, with an affected superiority to the 
executive conduct of his san ernment 
which Robespierre and Barras never practised, be- 
takes h to one of his summer palaces, pre- 
vious to setting out on another departmental tour. 


The sunny air of Northern Italy is still heavy 
with terror. Wholesale arrests sweep the best 
men of Lombardy into gaols, from which one of 
them has found a quick exit by his own or an 
assassin’s hand. In Tuscany, a dash of burlesque 
is given to the terrible, by a decree placing all 
young men of dissipated habits under military 
discipline ! |

America has lost, oy a long-expected blow, her 
patriarch statesman, Henry Clay, a native of Vir- 
ginia, but the adopted son of Kentucky. Mis 
career adds another to the many examples which 
the United States afford, of the facilities given by 
democratic institutions for the rise of poor but 
gifted men to the highest posts of honour and 
power; but also of the proneness of her statesmen 
to sacrifice too largely to a false patriotism, and to 
aim rather at a universal than an intense popularity, 
The choice of military men by both the Whig and 
Democratic Conventions, as candidates for the 
Presidency, is sadly significant of American feel- 
ing; but from the contrasted policies of Polk and 
Taylor we may hope, that a soldier may be strong 
to restrain domestic passion, as well as quick to 
resent foreign aggression. 


THE ELECTIONS POLITICALLY VIEWED. 


THE borough elections for England and Wales 
are now completed. We have been unable, as yet, 
so minutely to analyze the returns as would war- 
rant our doing more this week than merely give a 
statement of general results, and leave to the close 
of the election a more detailed classification of 
gains and losses. The broad fact, however, is now 
sufficiently established beyond any possibility of dis- 
pute ora doubt, that the Derby Administration has 
sustained a decisive defeat. Neither the principles 
enounced by the noble Premier, nor the evasions, 
subterfuges, and tricks resorted to by his Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, have been viewed with 
favour by our city and borough constituencies. 
Wherever the voice of the people could fairly 
make itself heard—wherever it has not been over- 
borne by wholesale corruption, or neutralized by 
internal dissensions, the verdict given on the whole 
case submitted for decision by the present Govern- 
ment has been unmistakeably adverse to the pre- 
tensions of Toryism. With the exception of 
song cm and Greenwich, no very large constitu - 
ency has supported the partizans of the Ministry. 
They will be in a minority in the coming Parlia- 
ment, as they were known to have been in the 
last, but with this essential difference, that 
whereas, until now, forbearance was thought to be 
due towards them until the opinions of the country 
could be ascertained, they will be compelled here- 
after to stand or fall on their own merits, the 
sense of the country having gone against them. 

Protectionism has hitherto fared more miserably 
than its worst foes would have ventured to predict. 
In fact, it is nowhere. Search for it in any of our 
boroughs, and it will not be found. Here and 
there, it is true, remnants of its skin may be dis- 
covered, proving to the historian that such a thing 
once was. Lincoln has preserved a curious relic 
of the extinct system in the person of Colonel 
Sibthorp, and some few other places have evinced 
their antiquarian taste, by retaining men whose 
opinions have survived the wreck of their party. 
But, regarded as a whole, the struggle between 
Free-trade and Monopoly may now be considered 
as brought to a close. The old dragon is slain. 
His dead body has become offensive. No human 
power can resuscitate it. No ordinary intelligence 
can hope to do so. It will be the first duty of the 
new House of Commons to bury it out of sight, 
and thus clear the ground for other and not less 
important questions. 

Nor has political Protestantism, meaning, in 
other words, State-church ascendency, any great 
reason to vaunt its triumphs. The mischief it has 
done has not corresponded in extent with what it 
— and expected to do. The ery it raised 
has but little improved the position of Lord Derby. 
The constituencies refuse to be misled by it into 
the support of High Church candidates. Liver- 
pool, the English focus of Orangeism, responded 
to the request of the Rev. Hugh M‘Neile, and 
raised the hopes of Church exclusiveness, and of 
those who are in alliance with it, toa high pitch 
of confidence. The strong common sense of Man- 
chester very speedily dissipated these foolish ex- 
pectations; and, noisily as the Maynooth Grant 
was discussed in every constituency, prior to the 
elections, and loud as were its threats of sum- 
mary vengeance on liberal politicians, we do not 
believe, from the evidence as yet supplied to us, 
that it has done much to influence the returns 
given in, with the single exceptions already ad- 
verted to. 

Whiggism, as such, has not improved its posi- 
* „ as in Leicester, it coalesced with 
Toryism, it was hurled to the ground with stern 
and triumphant indignation. In some instances, 
when 1 to the competition of a more ad- 
vanced liberalism, it has been compelled to retire, 
humiliated and crest-fallen. Lord John Russell, 


equally with Lord Derby, has met with but cold 
support from popular constituencies. The people 


— % 


have plainly had ~~ * of a timid, vacillating, 
and uncertain — ven if the opposition had 
lost in numbers, which it certainly has not, it has 
ained much in decision. It promises to be far 
ess tractable under Whig arts—far less likely to 
be scared by Whig threats, than it was during the 
greater part of the last Parliament. A considera- 
ble accession has been made to the ranks of inde- 
pendent members. Not a few men of the right 
stamp, bold but judicious, sagacious but uncom- 
„ open to reason but incapable of being 
wheedled by party quackéries, have been added to 
the Liberal side of the House. They, we trust, 
aided by many out-door influences, will give 
greater breadth and distinctness to the policy of 
the next liberal Administration, infuse into the 
Cabinet a more determined spirit, and propel the 
vessel of the State in a directer course. The 
speech of Sir James Graham at Carlisle, and the 
tone of the Zimes, indicate the general drift and 
current of public opinion. The tide has com- 
menced once more to flow. The old marks will 
soon — 15 and the real contest of political par- 


ties will be no longer, as now, about appearances 
and shams, but about great and serious realities. 


The issue of the borough elections in relation 
to the eoclesiastical affairs of the country we have 
dwelt upon at large elsewhere; nor, perhaps, 
should we have again adverted to it here but with 
the view of quoting a passage from the Morni 
Chronicle, the tenour of which confirms the opi- 
nion we have ventured to give in another place. 
It runs thus— 


Only let Churchmen bear this in mind— on Mr. 
~ Gladstone will more than ever devolve, in the next Par- 

liament, all duties connected with the Church. Church 
questions, even in the absence of Mr. Horsman, will be- 
come large and serious components of the ordinary 
sessional business. It is possible that Mr..Gladstone 
may have to sustain, almost single-handed, the conduct 
of many an arduous fray. ot only have several 
Churchmen lost their seats, but, though we are to be 
spared the elaborate malice of a Horsman, and the pre- 
tentious insolence of a Romilly, it may be fouud that 
the anti-Church party has acquired strength in the new 
House of Commons. Extreme opinions are on the 
advance, The Mialls and the Pellatts have yet to earn 
their spurs; and reckless assaults upon the Church and 
the University are their natural ré/e, A Ministry some- 
what more energetically hostile to the Church—especially 
to its endowments—than even that of Lord John Russell, 
is at least on the cards. And, in the storm and crash which 
may await existing institutions—a storm which, should it 
come, would be due to the imbecile obstinacy of Hebdoma- 
dal Boards,more than toanything else—in the hour of real 
danger and trial, Oxford would have but little to trust 
to in such personages as Dr. Marsham and Sir Robert 
Inglis. The mild amenity of the Warden of Merton 
would, at such a time, be as chaff before the wind. 
Grant that members of Convocation may not, in minute 
points of statesmanship, follow or agree with Mr. Glad- 
stone; yet, when the proposal comes—as come it very 
likely will in these days of adventurous political novelty 
—to extemporize new Prayer-books and new Articles, 
to combine or to annihilate Bishopries to swamp Chap- 
ters, and to make the clergy of all denominations ” 
Government annuitants—when the worst of the Uni- 
versity Commission’s suggestions shall be adopted by a 
Parliamentary Address to the Crown—in whose hands 
will the interests, temporal as well as spiritual, of the 
Church and University be most securely lodged? In 
those of one of the ablest statesmen in the House of 


Commons, or in those of a septuagenarian member of 
the Hebdomadal Board ? 


In conclusion—for we have many demands upon 
our space—we the General Election, so far 
as it has proceed , a8 likely to exceed the moderate 
expectations we had cherished in regard to it. 
Public opinion has penetrated even our present 
constituencies to a greater extent than we had ima- 
gined. The accession of the Derby Administration 
to power has produced all the invigorating effects 
of a cold shower-bath. Political indifferentism 
has been dispelled, and, accordingly, we look to 


the coming parliamentary struggles as promisin 
more decisive results than any which — — 


produced ſor a long time past. 


A PROFITABLE WORK OF MERCY. 


WE have repeatedly, within the last three 
years, called attention to the efforts of an Associ- 


ation designed to improve the condition of the 
laborious e by providing for them habitations 


far superior to those they now occupy, at rela- 
tively, or even absolutely, lower rents. In the 


summer of 1849, whilst death was falling like an 
arrowy sleet on every side, and two or three hun- 


dred persons were dying daily within the circle of 
the metropolis, we pointed to the proportion be- 
tween the number of houses and of human beings 
within that area—to the narrowness and neces- 
sary foulness of the dwellings in the most thickl 
populated districts—to the cordon of “ rookeri 


which, like a chain of plague-ships moored across 
= mouth of a harbour, hemmed in London from 
ensin 


gton to Bow, and from Rotherhithe to 
Westminster—and we asked on what moral or 
physical law the dwellers in spacious city resi- 
dences, or the thousands who every evening esca 
to the suburbs, could ex exemption from the 
dire evils afflicting their rer neighbours. 
hen the cessation of the cholera relieved the 
painful apprehensions and excited the gratitude of 
e public mind, we urged, as the most prudent 
and devout of acts, a vigorous effort to lessen the 


— 


normal unhealthiness of London, and diminish 
the chances of returning epidemic, by breaking u 
these nests of disease through the substitution of 
healthful abodes. We took care to give promi- 
nence to the fact, that this was no less a work of 
self-interest than of benevolence, in the lowest 
sense of either term; for that the suggested build- 
ings would undoubtedly render a decent profit on 
the capital embarked in their erection. Only two 
or three weeks since, we had the pleasure of 
noticing that the directors of the Association had 
declared in their eighth annual report a dividend of 
three per cent. 

Subsequent perusal of that document induces us 
to break away for a moment from the political 
warfare now at its hottest, and to urge, without 
delay, the pressing claims of a social reform move- 
ment, in which we have a great public, though 
not the slightest personal, interest. It is the 
following paragraph in the Report that has par- 
ticularly attracted and impelled us :— 

‘‘The Association has purchased an eligible piece of 
land in the Borough, near London Bridge, capable of 
accommodating a large number of families; but the 
amount of shares at present taken is not sufficient to 
enable the Directors to proceed with and set the example 
of improved dwellings in this neighbourhood, where 


they are so much required. pe erefore call upon 
the public to assist them by taking 


them to carry out their object. A sum of not less than 
£10,000 will be required for this purpose.“ 

The shares of the Association are £25 each 
Possessing a royal charter of incorporation, the 
liability of the shareholders is strictly limited to 
the sums they subscribe for. The careful adminis- 
tration of their funds is guaranteed by the presence 
upon the directorate of such business-like gentle- 
men as W. A. Wilkinson, Esq., the new M.P. for 
Lambeth, and Mr. G. W. Alexander, of the Society 
of Friends. The admirable adaptation of the 
buildings already erected by the Association, to the 
health, comfort, and means of the working classes, 
may be learned by a visit to the establishments in 
the Pancras Road, in Compton-street, Soho, and in 
Albert-street, Mile End New Town; and by the fact 
that the rate of infant mortality in these dwellings 
is only half that on the general population of London. 
Their growing appreciation by the classes for 
whom they are designed is visible on the balance- 
sheet of the Association—the Family Dwellings in 
Albert-street, for instance, yielding last year a net 
rental of £449 more than in the previous year; 
and the Metropolitan Chambers, in the same 
locality, giving a surplus of £137 instead of a loss 
of £202. These latter are fitted up as lodgings for 
single men—a species of accommodation, it would 
seem, not so much in demand as family dwellings; 
but growing in favour with the unmarried opera- 
tives of the district, and certain to be much sought 
after by city shopmen if nearer to the scene of their 
protracted and exhausting labour. 

Four hundred persons, by taking one £25 
share each, would enable the Association to cover 
the ground they have purchased in Guy-street, 
Southwark, with buildings such as these, capable 
of accommodating 120 families. This would be 
taking between four and five hundred human 
beings from out of conditions fatal to the due 
development of human instincts and capacities, 
whether physical or moral. We will not suppose 
that, of the number who would be the first to avail 
themselves of such a rye there are any now 
tenanting the wretched lodging-houses of that 
locality, where the bare privilege of shelter is 
charged for at the rate of two-and-sixpence a 
week. We will put the case of a labourer at one 
of the numerous factories or wharves that are 
situate between London-bridge and St. George’s 
Church. He must either find a residence within 
the limits of half a mile, or pay for his preference 
by what is, to him, a serious addition to his day’s 
toil; for it is not the least deleterious effect of 
overwork and foul air, that the very exercises indis- 
pensable to health become distasteful. For five 
shillings a week he may obtain a couple of rooms 
in the required vicinity. That sum will constitute 
a fifth, perhaps a fourth, of his earnings—a pro- 
portion larger than is usually paid for rent by 
those who earn more. The space thus dearly pur- 
chased must be his “kitchen, parlour, bed-room, 
and all.” His food must be cooked within his 
sight—on washing-days, clothes-lines will inter- 
sect his ceiling—and, as his family increases, it 
will be hard to reconcile their sleeping accommo- 
dation with the suggestions of decency. His wife 
will have to lug the water for domestic uses from 
the basement, and to carry thither the refuse of 
her fire and food. His children will have no 

lay-ground but the street, himself no bit of gar- 
— but the window-sill. In summer, the street 
will glow with a heat worse than that of the 
Desert, and in winter defective drainage will 

robably afflict roof and wall with a distemper. 
That this picture is not overdrawn, any one familiar 
with the liſe of the London poor will bear us wit- 
ness. Now turn to the family dwellings in Albert- 
street, Spitalfields. There no exorbitant rent is 
exacted—ventilation is as perfect as scientific men 
can make it—kitchen and scullery are attached to 
each suite of rooms—a central enclosure gives to 
the children a resort beneath their parents’ eye—

contrivances save an indefinite number of ascents

Some may think it beneath the dignity of the 
puhlio instructor to descend to representations 
such as these.

ELECTION NOTES.—VIII. 


THE Times — 9 that, in the year 1952, the 
whole of the elections for this country will be com- 
pleted in one day, and recorded in next morning’s 
rs. At present we are far from having arrived 
at that perfection of election machinery, but rather 
pride ourselves upon the feat of having got through 
nearly the whole of the contests for cities and 
boroughs, which after all virtually decide the com- 
plexion of the future House of Commons, in the 
course of a week. 


The excitement commenced in the Metropolis, 
which merits on all accounts the earliest con- 
sideration. But it is deserving of record that Mr. 
Brotherton, the laborious and painstaking mem- 
ber for Salford—a man who does more real work 
than ten ordinary members—was probably the 
first member of the new House of Commons chosen 
by any constituency. Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thureda , sufficed to keep alive the interest in the 
Metropolis; and, although in the greater portion 
of this vast aggregate of boroughs there was little 
to indicate so eventful a crisis as an appeal to the 
suffrages of the people, in the leading thorough- 
fares * crowds, anxious faces, and curious 

liticians assembled around the newspaper offices, 

tokened that something unusual was going for- 
ward. On the whole, the Metropolis, with some 
changes of persons, has remained true to the prin- 
ciples of progress. The Prime Minister cannot 
boast of a single triumph, unless the re-election of 
Mr. Masterman, the free-trade Conservative, by a 
large majority, and the successful issue of Govern- 
ment influence in placing Mr. Rolt at the head of 
the poll for Greenwich, be so accounted. Lord 
John Russell is again member for the City, but 


by so much smaller a majority as to indicate a 
waning reputation. This change of public feelin 


is still further manifest in the 3764 votes record 

on behalf of Mr. Crawford, a more decided radical 
than any of the sitting members, brought forward - 
at the eleventh hour without his own consent and 
without canvass. The event will, we hope, prove 
a rod in pickle over the heads of the Whig leader 
and his Austrian colleague, whose claims as a Jew 
and the re ntative of a principle, scarcely 
saved him from defeat. lebone returned the 

excellent representatives, Sir B. Hall and Lord 
Dudley Stuart, not only without a contest, but free 
of expense. The rejection of Alderman Salomons 
by a large majority, betokened not so much a 
declining interest in Jewish emancipation as a loss 
of personal regard. Finsbury has restored to us 
Thomas Duncombe, if not at the head of the poll, 
at least without diminished confidence; while 


the superior position of his colleague, Alderman 
Challis, may Ee ettsibuted to the activity and te- 


sources of his friends and the respect of Conserva- 
tive electors. In Westminster alone did a genuine 
Tory venture to challenge public support, and here 
only in consequence of division on the Liberal side. 
But although the independent stand made by Mr. 
Coningham on behalf of thorough Radicalism 
divided the votes of the Liberal constituency, and 
the Derby candidate, despite the blandishments 
brought to bear in his favour in aristocratic 
Westminster, received a decided defeat. Sir 
De Lacy Evans has had a lesson which we 
trust he will long remember, and it is to be 
hoped that the t stand of Mr. Coningham 
for manhood su „ will, at some future time, 
meet with better opportunity and more suit- 
able circumstances, for obtaining the suffrages of a 
lar constituency.

Mr. D’Eyncourt 
leaves public life with almost universal respect, 
and of his career it 1 be said, 
“nothing became him yg | of it.” 
Last, but not least in importance, is the Tower 
Hamlets election, the result of which came like a 


thunder-clap upon the senses of all but the initi- 
ated. The rejection of Mr. G. Thompson by a 


majority as great as that by which he was triumph, 
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antly returned in 1847 is not to be accounted for 
on ony single ground, though it emphatically be- 
tokens a with awal of con dence by a large num- 
ber of electors who then gave him their support. 
The ampler resources, and the more 14 organi- 
zation of his opponents, together with the presence 
of a working man’s candidate, will account for 
much; but we believe it is no secret that his re- 
jection mainly results from the desertion of Dis- 
senters who, for the most part, divided their 
port between Butler and Clay. For the time, 
moderate Liberalism is in the ascendent in the 
Tower Hamlets, hitherto regarded as the leading 
Democratic constituency. at the future ma 
be we will not surmise; but at least the defea 
candidates bear their disappointment without 
despondence, and with unabated confidence turn 
to the future rather than the past. This is the 
right way to turn the tide of success in one’s 
favour—to triumph over defeat. The future Par- 
liamentary career of the new members for the 
Hamlets will be watched with keen eyes, 
and upon their votes and speeches, rather 
than upon the efforts of the defeated party, 
will depend the future safety of their seats. 

Strange, indeed, have been the vicissitudes of 
the polling-booth in the provincial elections—at one 
time satisfying, at another defeating our hopes. 
The Radical losses have been severe and numer- 


ous. No more for the present will the Parliament 


listen to the epigammatic sentences of the veteran 
Col. Thompson, though there is still a chance that 
he will supplant his rival. Incongruous will it 
seem for the father of Free-trade to be excluded 
from the Legislature which is to establish it in 
— 24 The eloquence of Mr. Fox is also 

ushed, by the unnatural combination of Oldham 
electors. Lord Duncan is cut off from that laud- 
able sphere of action which enabled him to abolish 
the tax on light. Mr. Trelawny leaves incom- 
plete his Anti-church-rate warfare, to be followed, 
1 by a more general engagement. But the 
joy of the Episcopal Bench at Mr. Horsman’s ex- 
clusion from the House is rather short-lived, as 
that staunch opponent of Church corruption is 
likely to find his way back to the scene of ecclesi- 
astical strife. Mr. L. Heyworth, the sincere and 
outspoken voluntary, will, we anticipate, before 
long, return to his usnal seat, from which we 
have no doubt the result will prove him to 
have been unjustly excluded. In Mr. J. Wil- 
liams economy loses a staunch friend; in Mr. 
Anstey State-Protestantism gets rid of a trouble- 
some opponent. The list of new and untried 
Radicals who have sustained a defeat is rather 
numerous, but there is at all events an abundance 
of candidates on any future emergency. Popular 
constituencies will not now have to cast about for 
candidates when a Mowatt, a Pashley, a Coning- 
ham, a Haly, a M‘Cullagh, a Ewart, a Baldwin, a 
Jackson, and a Norton, are at their command, in 
addition to unsuccessful members of the late Par- 
liament. 

But happily there is something to rejoice over 
as well as to deplore. Many good men, of en- 
larged and sound principles, have been gained to 
the cause of Radicalism ; but as we have referred 
to them in detail elsewhere, we need not 
particularize them. The main body of 
members will once more do battle for their prin- 
ciples, strengthened in numbers, and, let us hope, 
in spirit and independence, a the infusion of new 
blood. Hume will in be able to advocate 


his plan of reform, aided by Sir J. Walmsley. 


There is still a Roebuck to administer rebukes to 
all parties, a Molesworth to take care of colonial 
interests, a Williams to one the public purse, a 
eee to support political economy, a Villiers 
and a Cobden to support free-trade, a Bright and 
a Gibson to enunciate statesmanlike views, and a 
phalanx of trusty followers to vote or as 
occasion may demand.

At Newcastle, Huddersfield, and 
Paisley, they have allowed contending Liberals 
to fight for seats without strength to interfere. 
Two of their most prominent men have been 
excluded from the House—Mr. George F. 
Young, “the Abdiel of Protection”—Mr Baillie 
Cochrane, the ally of continental absolutism. 


The length of our comments upon the elections of 
the past week prevent us, at present, from makin 
that specific reference to some of them which their 
importance demands. But we cannot forbear a

DECLARATION OF THE POLL, 


The declaration of the poll took place on Saturday 
morning, and is reported in the Manchester Examiner 
of this morning—slips of which have been cour- 
teously forwarded to us. The report has reached 
us too [late for insertion in its proper place, 
In accordance with previous arrangements, Mr. 
- Miall was escorted to the hustings by a proces- 
sion from Cronkeyshaw, where a vast number 
of carriages and other kinds of vehicles, together 
with an immense multitude of people, were 
assembled, and accompanied Mr. Miall to the hust- 
ings.

THE ELECTIONS AND THE PRESS. 


At the conclusion of an article on the result of 
the elections in the boroughs of Lancashire, the 
Manchester Examiner says :— 


It is exceedingly satisfactory to find that, notwith- 
standing the very limited extent to which the right of 
voting reaches, and the pepular mind can find effective 
representation, liberal principles are rapidly diffusing 
their beneficial influence, and acquring from the people 
more and more of power. The old prejudices of eccle- 
siastical connexions are disappearing, and men no 
longer consider, that because they cling to the church of 
their fathers, — 1 though it be, they are bound to 
adopt the bigotry of a parson, and to allow him to ride 
over their consciences and their common sense. The 
Popery of the old Methodism is hastening to its fall; 
and the travelling preacher is finding, that there is now 
an independence amongst the people which claims the 
right to think for itself. The principles of Noncon- 
formity are spreading amongst multitades who do not 
call themselses by its name; nor worship with its pro- 
fessed adherents; and patriots and philanthropists of 
all sects are uniting to determine commercial and civil 
interests by other tests than those of theology, and 
the claims of citizenship by other arguments than 
those which have been hitherto maintained — that 
injustice must be done to some that others may have 
ascendency. It will be found that the number of un- 
sectarian representatives is increasing in the boroughs 
around Manchester, and that the country in general will 
send more of them to the next Parliament than have 
been found within its walls before. We have, therefore, 
no fear that any part of our Free- trade policy will be 
reversed. And we have every confidence, that even in 
an unreformed House of Commons, there will be power 
more than sufficient to prevent the Derby or any other 
Administration from attempting, by giving increased 
and undue advantages to the Church of England, to 
arrest the progress of the nation towards perfect liberty 
of conscience ani complete religious equality.

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EUROPE, ASIA, AND AMERICA. 


The chief news is the definitive rupture of nego- 
tiations between the branches of the Bourbons to 
effect the compromise called Fusion.“ The Count 
de Chambord insisted, before negotiations should be 
opened upon any other question at issue between 
himself and the princes of the house of Orleans, that 
the latter should acknowledge him as king. It was 
found impossible by the Orleans princes to accede 
to this demand, as that acknowledgment was the 
end of the negotiation, and could not therefore be 
admitted at the beginning. The Count de Chambord 
would not hear of anything short of absolute sub- 
mission; and, therefore, for the present, there is not 
the least hope of any fusion being effected. 

The Débats contains a letter from M. Szemere, 
Kossuth’s Minister of the Interior in Hungary, in 
answer to certain passages in the work of Gorgey. 
From the whole tenor of the letter it is clear that 
but for the rapid march of Haynau from Pesth, and

Some Thoughts about the School of the Future ; a 
Sketch of the Solution which Time appears to 
be prepari 2 the different Educational 
Questions of Day. By the Rev. Foster 
BARHAM ZINCKE, Vicar of Wherstead, near 


Ipswich. London: Longman and Co., Pater- 
noster row. 


THE reverend author of this well-written book 
has entered on the Education Question in a spirit 
of which we can speak only with admiration, and 
in words of sincere praise; it is both earnest and 
fair—indicating a great advance on the opinions 

enerally prevalent among both National and 
lesiastical educationists. But it is apparent that 
he has reached his stand-point partly by the way 
of clerical feeling, and the view taken thence we 
cannot admit to be complete and satisfactory. The 
characteristics of society, and the conditions of a 
system of instruction thereby imposed, have a some- 
what different aspect seen from our side; and the 
lan worked out and methods proposed by Mr. 
incke, seem to us to omit some of the elements 
most material to a useful and equitable settlement 
of the Education question. With a work so well 
considered and intelligent, it would be interesting 
and serviceable to deal more in detail than is pos- 
sible to us here and now; we can only indicate a 
few of its prominent points, giving approval to 
certain ant suggestions, and placing a finger on 
the radical and fatal defects 
the proposed system. 

r. Zincke’s title, “ The School of the Future,” 
comprises two main topics—the kind of school - 
system which would most effectually meet the 
wants of the present day—and the character of the 
instruction it ought to provide. On the latter head 
little ig said with which we do not heartily 
agree. He contends “that in consequence of 
the extension of knowledge, and of the variety of 
the wants and requirements of society, and in 
consequence of what have now become the con- 
ditions of success in life, and of well-being, par- 
ticularly among the vast industrial populations of 
our towns, the range of subjects upon which in- 
struction ought to be given must now be very 
much extended; that the defects of our universi- 
ties and public schools, which teach little more 
than was taught two or three centuries ago—and 
of the middle-class schools, which are confessedly 
inefficient, as a general rule—and of the schools 
for the poor, which afford only primary instruction, 
in connexion with a religious teaching that seldom 
extends beyond the text of Scripture—must, in 
each case, be remedied; and the wrong aims out 
of which these defects have sprung be supplanted 
by purposes which recognise that, “ tn these times, 
what is a good education for one man, is, in the 
main, a good education for all others.” He advo- 
cates the attendance of the children of all classes 
at the same schools; and that between schools 
such differences as may exist be not looked on as 
essential differences, but merely as different steps 
in the development of the best scheme of instruc- 
tion; so that, in one department, all children shall 
receive primary instruction; in another, higher

It will be seen that this School-system is open 
to all the leading objections taken to other schemes 
recently promulgated. It assumes the duty of 
Government to provide for the education of the 
sty le—which we deny; it applies rates imposed 
e authority of law to religious instruction, if 
esired—which violates the first principle of our 
nonconformity ; and it involves the practical in- 
Justice of church-rates—compelling minorities to 
the support of schools in which religious teaching 
— take place contrary to their honest conviction, 
and from which they can derive no benefit in the 
education of their own children. Other objections 
in detail occur to us plentifully enough, but they 
have been too frequently urged against a similar 
plan—the Manchester Education Scheme—to need 
’ t repetition. We have, then, to reject Mr. 
) incke’s solution of the Education problem; but 
to thank him for a right-minded and useful book. 
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Nineveh and its Palaces: the Discoveries of Botta and 
Layard, applied to the elucidation of Holy Writ.

Tun subject of this volume has a present and an en- 
during interest, a historieal and à religious importance, 
which will commend it to general attention, and win for 
it a weleome aceeptance, if only it prove to be worthily 
executed. And it is our confident opinion that it is so 
executed, and that, allowing a unique place to Dr. 
Layard’s own volumes, this work is second to none, 
either in its value as a guide to the knowledge of the 
Nineveh discoveries and their results, or as a delightful 
narrative of the incidents and laboursthrough which his- 
tory and antiquity have become possessed of those wonder- 
ful treasures. Mr. Bonomi displays competence of every 
kind for his task. He depicts his scenes with art and 
vigour ; he investigates carefully and learnedly; draws 
conclusions cautiously, and applies them to ancient 
history and the interpretation of Scripture with sagacity 
and great ability. 

The firet section of the work is occupied with a de- 
scription of the buried city; noticing the examination 
made by Rich, and giving an excellent summary of the 
progress of discovery and excavation by Botta and 
Layard, down to the close of the labours of the latter 
in 1847. The second section is historical; in which 
the author examines, first, the Nineveh of the Bible, 
and then, the Assyria and Mesopotamia of the classical 
_ writers. This section is completed by a sketch of Assy- 
1 rian history and chronology, from the pen of Samuel 

1 Sharpe, Eeq., a gentleman whose qualifications for such 
a werk cannot be disputed, or even exaggerated, and who 
has thus greatly contributed to the value of the volume. 
A third section is on Topography; and very usefully 
traces the general features of the locality in which 
modern searches have been carried forward. The fourth 
section is the most considerable and important. The 
author pursues an orderly course through the ruined 
chambers of the excavated palaces—directed by an exa- 
‘ mination of the sculptures and the study of the ground- 
plans of the respective structures with the original 
situation of the friezes. He clearly indicates his pro- 
gress by the architectural arrangement of the rooms 
and by various illustrations from Botta and Layard. 

He succeeds in a highly probable rendering of the
